On May 29, 2001, you filed with this Regional Board, a report of waste discharge to dispose of
up to 10,000 cubic yards of non-hazardous contaminated waste at the Class 11l Bradley Landfill
in Sun Valley, Caifornia or the Simi Valley Landfill in Simi Valley, CA. The waste consists of
soils contaminated with low levels of long chain hydrocarbons generated from a construction
project at 10250 Constellation Boulevard, Century City, Caifornia.

We have reviewed the analytical results provided for representative soil samples. The proposed
discharge of this material meets the conditions specified in Order No. 91-93, “General Waste
Discharge Requirements for Discharge of Non-Hazardous Contaminated Soils and Other Wastes
in Los Angeles River and Santa Clara River Basins’, adopted by this Regiona Board on July 22,
1991 (attached). This material can be discharged to Bradley Landfill or Simi Valley Landfill
with the concurrence of the operator.
